FBI Denies Conspiracy 


Investigation Head Criticizes Committee

DALLAS (UPI) — In the 13 years 
since the W arren Commission an­ 
nounced its findings, R obert P. 
G em berling has headed the FBI in­ 
vestigation into the assassination of 
P resident John F. Kennedy. 
Gem berling says he is convinced no 
conspiracy was involved in Kennedy’s 
assassination and he is not happy with 
a special congressional com m ittee 
inquiry into the shooting. 
‘‘It’s costing $6.5 million bucks a 
year for this com m ittee (the House 
Select Com m ittee on A ssassinations) 
to do its work,” Gem berling said 
Monday. ‘‘If they don’t find anything 
to prove to the Am erican people there 
was a conspiracy, are they going to be 
willing to tell the A m erican people 
that? Or are they going to want to 
have another $6 million? 
‘‘I hope that if they don’t find 
anything, they adm it it. But I think 
they m ay be em barrassed to adm it it 
Personally, I think it’s a w aste of tim e 
and m oney.”

CHICAGO (U P I) - Mayor 
Richard J Daley, 74, the last 
of the big city bosses whose 
influence extended from the 
city wards to the* White 
House, collapsed and died of 
a heart attack in his doctor’s 
office Monday 
Church 
bells 
tolled 
mournfully over the wind 
and-snowswept streets of 
Bridgeport, the old, ethnic 
neighborhood on the South 
Side where Daley lived, 
proclaiming the news Some 
500 persons 
packed the 
Church of the Nativity of Our 
Ix>rd to pray for the man who 
had ruled the city for 21 
years 
the only mayor a 
generation of Chicagoans 
had ever known 
In political circles. Demo­ 
crats jockeyed for position in 
the political vacuum created 
by Daley’s death 
The immediate future of 
government in the nation’s 
second largest city was 
muddled by infighting over 
provisions for naming an 
acting mayor 
City statutes call for the 
City Council to meet and 
appoint an acting mayor to 
run the city until a special 
election is held But there 
was confusion over who 
serves as acting mayor until 
the council meets Wednes 
day 
Daley, as was his routine, 
began his last day early, 
stopping to attend church 
services before arriving at 
his office and a Christmas 
breakfast for city depart 
ment heads 
He stopped at C iv ic Center 
Plaza, next door to his office, 
to watch ice artists carve 
Christmas sculpture and 
then 
appeared 
at 
the 
dedication of a South Side 
park, where he took time to 
toss a basketball through the 
hoop 
in an 
inside 
gym 
nasiurn 
A short time later, com 
plaining of chest pains, 
I )aley hurried to the office of 
his personal physician, Dr 
Thomas Coogan Jr

the nation.” 
Ford phoned Daley's son, 
Michael, personally and 
offered his sympathy. 
Daley’s influence in the 
political world ran deep. He 


won the title of kingmaker in 
1960 by delivering Illinois 
and the presidency to John 
F. Kennedy. 
But the tenderest recollec­ 
tions were seen in the city. 


Daley had written his own 
eulogy some time ago. 
“ When the curtain comes 
down some day — and it’s 
bound to — I ’ll just just say, 
‘I did the best I could.’”
